A REPORT (}) 


The question asto whether a report 


of the government commission appoint- 
el last winter to enquire into railway 
rates in the Northwest bas been is- 
sued seems to be yet undecided. A 
blue book bearing date of May 7th, 
1895, purports to be the “ Report of 
the railway rates commission” and a 
line on the cover announces that it was 
printed by order of parliament. And 
yet it is difficult to velieve that our 
staid and venerable premier and even 
our Jess staid aud venerable minister of 
interior alluded to this volume, when 
at Edmonton they assured the repre 
sentation of the board of trade that the 
report had been printed. In doing so 
they must have intended either a joke 
or an insult, for it is as far from being 
an actual report of the evidence laid be- 
fore the commission as it could well be, 
and still retain any significance in the 
title. The first paragraph of the re- 
port reads as follows: “In accordance 
“with your instructions of the 15th of 
‘November last, your commissioners 
“ proceeded to Manitoba and the North 
“west Territories to take evidence in 
“the matter of complaints ‘of exhorbit- 
“ant and unreasonable passenger and 
“freight rates’and of discrimination in 
“both the province of Manitoba and 
“the Northwest Territories,’ preferred 
“by the legislative assem!ly of the 
“ Northwest Territories, the central 
“farmers’ institute and others.” The 
report states where the commissioners 
heard the complaints referred to, the 
conclusions which they drew from a 
hearing of the complaints and a_rebut- 
tal of the same by one of the officials of 
the railway, but, will it be believed, 
not one word of the complaints them 
selves. Of all the mass of evidence 
submitted to them in support of the 
ground taken by the Northwest as- 
sembly and the central farmers’ in- 
stitute, evidence prepared with great 
care and at very considerable expense 
not one word appears in this report (/) 
of the commission specially appointed 
to hear it; but the evidence of vice 
president Shaughnessy, of the Canadian 
Pacific railway which the commission 
was not appointed to take or consider, 
appears in full. Ifanything were need- 
ed to establish the fact of the full con- 
trol held by the railway company over 
the present administration the farcical 
nature of this report would supply it. 
Evidently the government does not 
in the first place appoint a commission 
except of their own hirelings, and in 
the next place dares not publish the in- 
formation laid before that commission. 

To add to the farcial nature of the 
report it mentions on page 2, the 
names of the places at which complaints 
were heard and says: “A full report 
“of the evidence taken at these places 
“will be found in Appendix D.” The 
only trouble is that appendix D does 
not accompany the so-called report nor 
so far as known has it yet been given 
to the public. So that the question as 
to whether a report has yet actually 
been printed remains in doubt. One 
thing, however, does not remain in 
doubt, namely that the government by 
accepting the so called report from the 
commission has rushed to the defence 
of its masiers at the earliest possible 
moment and used its authority and the 
public funds to place the case of the 
Canadian Pacific railway against the 
people of the Northwest in the hands 
of the people of Eastern Canada at 
least months before they saw fit—even 
if they ever see fit—to place the cases 
of the people of the West before the 
people of the East. The glaring un- 


= 


fairness of reporting against the people | 
of the West and aimitting the evidence | 
given against their case in this report 


| while not giving even a synopsis of the 


complaints made shvuld strike even the 
most bigoted partizan of the govern- 
ment or the most servile tool of the 
company. After a neat and carefully 
compiled statement of the case of the 
railway company has been published by 
the government, and after the minds of 
the people of the East who control the 
situation and yet are only indirectly in- 
terested, have been prejudiced by that 
report—when in fact the subject has 
passed from their attention and has 
been considered by them settled—the 
case of the people of the West may see 
daylight, but not before. Such politi- 
cal juggling,—such contemptible tactics 
are the strangest condemnation of the 
men responsible for them. Is it no- 
thing to this government of ours 
whether the development of the North- 
west is helped or hindered by this rail- 
way that exists—or should exist—in 
the first place for that development. 
It was for that that the people of East- 
ern Canada passed out their money and 
pledged their credit, and now that the 
time has arrived for judgment by re- 
sults, our government resorts to tricks 
that would disgrace a pettifogger to 
conceal those facts. 

As a sample of the report, that part 
relating to rates on branch lines may be 
taken. As the report truly says: 
“ Among the loudest complaints heard 
“on the subject of rates were those at 
“Edmonton and Prince Albert.” Many 
people will remember the long, strong 
and carefully prepared statement laid 
before the commisson by the Edmonton 
board of trade, At the time those who 
prepared the report thought that it was 
unanswerable, and evidently it was for 
the commission does not attempt to 
contradict any of the complaints made. 
Instead of even alluding to the nature 
of the complaints, which the commis- 
sioners could scarcely do without con- 
demning the masters of their masters, 
they publish a statement that the net 
earnings of the C. & E. during the last 
calender year were only $33,450 out of 
a gross earning of $93,988. This in- 
formatioa is interesting if reliable, but 
what this has to do with the case the 
report does not say. The complaint of 
Edmonton differed materially from that 
of Manitoba. The latter complained 
that the charges to them were higher 
than was charged for like service over 
other lines giving like service in the 
States. Our complaint was that the 
rates charged here were higher than 
for like service on other similar parts of 
the C. P. R. system itself and besides 
was greater in many cases than the 
traffic would bear. That as a matter of 
fact the export rates are so high to the 
west as to prevent trade in some im- 
portant cases and to hamper it seriously 
in ali, but no hint that such evidence 
come before the commission ap- 
pears in the report. It may be re- 
marked that when the character of the 
commission was known the people of 
the West would not have taken the 
trouble \o prepare evidence for submis- 
sion to it, were it not that they hoped 
thereby to get their case fully before 
parliament and before the country 
through the publication of the evidence 
submitted by them in the commission’s 
report. To refuse to publish their evi- 
dence while publishing the evidence of 
the parties against whom they com- 
plained is certainly the joke of the 
season, and it makes the joke all the 
more creamy, what is not direct  evi- 
dence from the railway officials, is 
special pleading by the commissioners 


on their behalf.

of the executive. From the remarks he had 
made it did not appear that the mover per- 
sonally needed any further information on 
the matter. From the standpoint of the 
executive there was no reason why the 
papers should be withheld. 

The amending bill respecting the Medicine 
Hat hospital passed the committee of the 
whole. 

A long debate occurred in committee of 
the whole on Simpson’s bill respecting 
stallions running at large. Asthe law has 
stood for a number of years stallions of over 
one year were not allowed to run at large 
within ten miles of any settlement, in the 
agricultural portions of the Territories. In 
stock districts, that is in the ranching 
country they were allowed to run at will. 
In practice the limit often miles from 
settlement had proved indefinite and un- 
satisfactory and unworkable and Simpson’s 
bill simply provided that the ten mile 
limit should be struck out and that stallions 
over one year should not be allowed to run 
at large at all outside of stock districts. 

Brett, speaking for breeders of good 
horses in the range country asked that the 
age limit be made 18 months, and the pro- 
visions of tke bill extended to stock dis- 
tricts. After discussion he withdrew the 
proposition as to the new age limit, but the 
discussion as to extending the provisions of 
the bill to stock districts went on. 

Lineham and Fearon held thatthe in- 
terests of the cattlemen and others who 
were raising a fairly good class of horses in 
considerable numbers within stock districts 
would be prejudiced if the bill was given 
cileet there and also that the interests of 
evci. the raisers of extra fine horses would 
not necessarily be benefitted by the pro- 
position. 

Brett, Critchley and Bannerman held 
that the interests of breeders of high class 
horses demanded the change. 

Betts’ amendment extending the opera- 
tions of the bill to stock districts was de- 
feated by a small majority. 

Clinkskill then asked that stock district 
No. 4, the Battleford country, be placed in 
the same position as if it were not a stock 
district as it was not a range country. This 
seemed likely to carry and Brett proposed 
to add stock district No 3, or Calgary. 
This brought on another debate in which 
the representatives of stock district No. 
3 took opposite sides and resulted in the 
amendment being allowed to stand for con- 
sideration by the members specially in- 
terested. 

The bill to give servants three months 
after leaving their master’s employment in 
which to commence action for wages under 
the masters and servants’ ordinance was pas- 
sed through committee of the whole.

Insinger moved, seconded by Lineham, a 
resolution as follows: Whereas under the 
‘* Northwest Territories Act” the require- 
ments for electors in the Territories to be 
allowed to vote at Dominion election differs 
from the requirements for electors in the 
Proyinces inasmuch as they are based on the 
provisions of the.‘‘ Election Franchise Act.” 
And whereas, though immediately before 
Dominion elections in the Territories lists of 
voters are to be made by enumerators ap- 
pointed either by the governor-in-council or 
by the returning officer, conjomtly with any 
two justices of the peace or with one justice 
of the peace and a notary public or with any 
one of them and two electors of the electoral 
district, yet, till the passing of the acts to 
amend the Northwest representation act in 
the years 1894 and 1895 all electors having 
the qualifications of such were allowed to 
vote independently of the fact, if they were 
on such list of voters or not ; and whereas in 
all elections in the Territories, both Terri- 
torial and Dominion, the principle of allow- 
ing a voter’s name to be put on the list up to 
the moment of voting prevailed up to 1894; 
and whereas such principle was reaflirmed 
by the legislative assembly of the North- 
west Territories in their ‘ Territories 
Election Ordinance” of 1894, in which, 
moreover, the assembly did not think it ad- 
visable to make provisions for either voters’ 
lists or lists of voters; and whereas ex- 
perience at the general election of the as- 
sembly held in the year 1894 showed such 
sytem to be admirably adapted to the needs 
of these sparsely settled Territories ; and 
whereas by the acts to amend the North- 
west Territories representation act passed 
in the 5758 and 58-59 year Victoria, 
the list of voters made by enumerators will 
have the same force as a voters’ list prepar- 
pared under the provisions of the Electoral 
Franchise Act. and all such persons as are 
not on such list of voters will be excluded 
from the right to exercise the franchise ; 
and whereas such lists of voters do not offer 
the same safeguards to the rights of electors 
as do the voters’ lists in the provinces, in- 
asmuch as (1) They are necessarily hurriedly 
prepared by enumerators between the time 
of the receipt of the writ for election and a 
week before the day of polling; (2) The 
time allowed to electors or their agent to as- 
certain if their names are on such list is, 
taken in connection with the distances 
generally to be travelled in the Territories 
and with the fact that no fixed residences 
are appointed for such enumerators, in- 
sufficient for the purpose ; (3) The enumerat- 
or is absolute judge of the right of an elect- 
or to be on such list, and he can put on or 
strike off names till within two days of the 
polling day without notice from or to such 
electors ; (4) There is no appeal from the 
decision of the enumerator either toa re- 
vising officer or to a judge: 

Theretore, in the opinion of this assembly 
it is desirable that the ‘‘ Northwest Ter- 
ritories Representation Act” be further 
amended so as to either adopt the system 

rovided for in the ‘‘ Territories Election 

dinances,” or to bring into effect the pro- 

visions regarding voters’ lists of the ‘‘ Elec- 
torial Franchise Act.” 

In support of the resolution Insinger said 
it was intended to bring to bear the special 
knowledge which the member of the as- 
sembly must necessarily have regarding local 
conditions for the information of parliament 
which could not be as thoroughly informed 
as to those conditions.

box. The pump is situated on the right 
hand side of the scow and is made with can- 
vas belting to which are attached wooden 
buckets running through a conveyor on the 
principle of a grain elevator or chain pump. 
Where the earth is dumped, @ stream of 
water is continually flowing upon it, wash- 
ing it down toa conveyor which carries it 
to the grizzley, where the coarse gravel is 
disposed of and the gold separated. In the 
bottom, of the conveyor near the grizzley 
there is a perforated metal sheet where the 
very fine sand and any mercury that may 
be lifted, will escape to a box so placed as to 
save it. There also is an amalgamator after 
the style of a square revolving churn run by 
a belt at work at all times when required. 
The number of men required to operate the 
whole machine is four, one at each shovel, 
one at the levers, which regulates the work- 
ing of the shovels and the shifting of the 
scow, and one to attend to the washing 
of the gold and a general supervision of the 
work.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


At a specie! general meeting of the board 
of trade Mr. Cameron, who has been away 
fora month investigating the prospects of 
opening # trade with the Kootenay country 
for our surplus products, reported verbally 
as follows: On arriving in the Kootenay 
country I was much pleased and surprised 
at the amount of business being carried on 
there. I had no idea of the extent of their 
mining operations, although I had heard 
and read a great deal about them before go- 
ing there. There isa very large market 
opening up, but as there is much of a specu- 
lative nature going on there, it will require 
some caution on our part as to how we deal 
with it. The people of the Kootenay dis- 
trict do not raise any grain or vegetables or 
any other farm products worth speaking of, 
as their whole attention is devoted to min- 
ing But just across the line in Washington 
is one of the best agricultural districts in 
the States and we would have to compete 
with them in sending our products to that 
country. Isaw some butter there from here 
and other places in Northern Alberta and 
cheere from Manitoba. They get their meat 
from the Okanagan country but I saw some 
there from Calgary. There isa large de- 
mand for oats and we can send all our sur- 
plus there, but they are so cheap in the 
Spokane country and, as we will have to

ANOTHER GOLD DREDGE. 


A. E. Potter, who has been for some time 
working at a gold dredge which he is build- 
log from a new design of his own, has just 
completed the — and the machine is 
now ready for tion. We called on Mr. 
Potter on Tuesday at the dredge and saw 
the way in which it is worked, and we think 
it im many Ways superior to anything of the 
kind that we have had here. 

The platform or scow is in two parts, 
one being for the power which is driven 
from a capstan with a large drive wheel 
attached, and propelled by horse power and 
communicated to the machinery by rope 
belting. This part of the scow has an 
anchor at each corner in the shape of posts 
which are raised or lowered by means of 
cogs inserted in the side of the anchor post 
and worked by a cog-wheel attached to a 
post alongside. The other part of the scow, 
on which is placed the machinery for digging 
and washing the earth, is attached to the 
other by a swivel or hinge, and can be 
ewung over fifteen feet each way, making it 

ible to dig a channel forty feet wide 

ore moving forward. This swinging part 

is controlled by & rope running around the 
front and down each side and managed by 
the man at the levers in the centre of the 
scow. The scoops, two in number, situated 
ebout four feet apart in the centre of the 
scow, are worked from the front and are 
handled by one man at each, the power 
being regulated by the man at the levers, 
ene shovel going down when the other is 
coming up. shovel, which raises about 
two cubic feet of earth at a time, has a 
handle attached and the man attending to it

I think the 
mining industry is in its infancy and that 
we should make a special effort to secure 
that trade and if we look after it, we should 
get the most of it. A merchant there said 
to me that he was surprised that we had not 
looked after it before now. 

The chairman then introduced Mr. D. B. 
Ker, president of the Victoria board of 
trade aud vice-president of the Brackman & 
Ker Oatmeal Milling Co., of Victoria, Van- 
couver, New Westminster and Edmonton. 
Mr. Ker on rising said: Iam always ready 
to assist the Edmonton board of trade in 
any way I possibly can, as I consider my 
interests to be identical with your interests. 
I have just been one of a delegation from 
the coast to the Kootenay country, and have 
been over nearly the same ground as Mr. 
Cameron. I am a great believer in the 
future of that country, and Iam sometimes 
called a crank on that point. It was prin- 
cipally through my influence that the coast 
delegation was organized, which has proved 
very satisfactory to us. While in that 
country, I did not forget to put in a word for 
Edmonton whenever an opportunity offered. 
We met Hon. Clarke Wallace while on our 
trip, and did not forget to tell him that we 
wanted the protection that is now on our 
oats to be left on, as its removal would in- 
sure the whole trade to the Americans. 
Directly across the line is one of the best 
farming districts in Washington and on 
account of their close proximity to the min- 
ing towns they are able to place their oats 
there as cheaply as you can, their freight 
and duty being about the same as your 
freight is at present. I think you should 
ask the C.P.R. fora still further reduction 
in the freight rates, and if you do so I will 
do all I possibly can to assist you to get it. 
We have been wonderfully favored this year 
with abundant crops on the coast and 
island, so there will be no room for your sur- 
plus this year. We are now shipping fruit 
to the East, and all such fruits as apples, 


pears and plums, which you have been © ot 
to 


ting from California, can be furnish 
you by us after this year. We are looking 
or @ time in the nevr future when we will 
be more closely connected to you by a rail- 
way passing through the mountains at a 
more northern poiut than the present one, 
taking in the valley of the Saskatchewan 
and striking your town on the way towards 
eastern connections.
